..The cost and, perhaps 
more daunting, the regulatory 
hurdles will make it difficult to de- 
liver. Amazingly, state and federal 
environmental laws make it easier 
to run water through concrete chan- 
nels than to build lakes.” 

Speaking of water, what if the 
valley experiences another 
drought? In a letter to the Mercury 
News, City of Campbell resident

Fox delivers 
state of union 
address 


Mexico City (EFE) — 
Mexican President Vicente 
Fox delivered his fourth state 
of the nation address to Con- 
gress, while tens of thousands 
of demonstrators protested 
outside. 

Thousands of protesters 
had - amid a heavy police pres- 
ence - ringed the Congress 
building, in particular union 
members who oppose reform 
of the public pension system 
and the government’s labor 
policy. Authorities estimated 
that at least 25,000 demonstra- 
tors surrounded the Congress, 
but security forces said that 
despite the huge numbers, no 
major incidents had been re- 
ported. 

Fox’s National Action 
Party broke the 71-year mo- 
nopoly of the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI) in 
the presidency in 2000, but 
Congress is dominated by op- 
position parties and has re- 
jected key administration ini- 
tiatives in fiscal and energy 
matters and has not backed the 
state reform proposed by Fox. 

The political environment 
in Mexico has become very 
tense over the past few months 
amid the ongoing confronta- 
tion between Fox and popular

A días de que iniciara la 
Convención Republicana en Nueva 
York, se dieron a conocer los resultados 
de una investigación con sedé en Wash- 
ington que asegura que la población 
inmigrante en Estados Unidos le resulta 
millonariamente costosa al contribu- 
yente anglosajón. 

De acuerdo con los datos publi- 
cados la semana pasada por el Centro 
para Estudios de Inmigración (CIS), los 
inmigrantes le cuestan cada año al 
gobierno federal unos 10 mil millones 
de dólares más de lo recaudado en sus 
impuestos. 

Los gastos se desglosan de la si- 
guiente manera: 2,500 millones de dó- 
lares en Medicaid, 2 mil 200 millones 
por la atención médica de personas sin 
seguro, mil 900 millones en alimenta- 
ción, mil 600 en prisiones y tribunales 
entre otros gastos. 

La investigación del centro aseguró 
a través de su director que de otorgarse 
una amnistía, estos costos se tripli- 
carían. 

En su comentario ante la prensa, 
Steven Camarota dijo que esos 10 mil 
millones de dólares se refieren sólo a 
gastos para el gobierno federal y que 
estima que las cifras serían muy 
similares si se habla de costos para los 
gobiernos estatal y municipal. 

El CIS estima que en Estados 


Unidos hay entre 5 y 8 millones de 
inmigrantes indocumentados. En su 
estudio, el Instituto reconoce de manera 
vaga que estos inmigrantes representan 
un impacto económico positivo de 7 mil 
millones de dólares en programas como 
el Seguro Social, el Medicare y el 
Sistema de Jubilaciones debido a que 
al tener un número elevado de ellos con 
documentos falsos, no reciben los 
beneficios que les corresponden al no 
poderlos reclamar tras años de trabajo 
en el país. 

Sin ahondar más en aspectos 
positivos como éste, no consideran 
nisiquiera la fuerte aportación laboral 
y de servicios de la mano de obra 
indocumentada en el país, el estudio del 
CIS es en general negativo. 

Así, teniendo como antesala este 
estudio se dio inicio esta semana la 
Convención Republicana, un evento en 
el que la presencia y los más hispanos 
disminuyen considerablemente cada 
año. Y esto, a pesar de que supuesta- 
mente les interesa el voto de los latinos, 
cuando los candidatos comienzan a 
hacer el ridículo al tratar de hablar espa- 
ñol que no logra llevarlos más allá de 
pedir “chips y una margarita po-favor”. 

El estudio del Centro para Estudios 
de Inmigración indica que cerca de dos 
tercios de la población inmigrante no 
tiene estudios de educación secundaria 
conocida aquí como Middle School.

No estaba muerto... ¡Que 
historia! 

No cabe duda que, en algunas 
ocasiones, la realidad supera a la 
ficción. Es el caso del migrante Omar 
Hiram García, de 25 años de edad, 
quien el pasado 30 de julio cruzó desde 
México hacia Estados Unidos. 

Dos semanas más tarde, su fa- 
milia, en Salinas Victoria, Nuevo 
León, recibió una extraña llamada 
anónima, en la que les avisan que 
Omar ha muerto ahogado al cruzar el 
Bravo. Su prima, Melba Villarreal, se 
traslada hasta la comunidad de Río 
Grande, Texas, y en el departamento 
del Sheriff le muestran fotografías de 
un cadáver que tiene, a pesar de su 
avanzado estado de descomposición, 
todas las características físicas de 
Omar; piel blanca, cabello muy corto, 
de complexión robusta, incluso una 
cicatriz muy particular en la ceja. Así 
pues, las autoridades tejanas le 
extienden un certificado de defunción 
y le entregan el cuerpo. 

Días más tarde, se llevan a cabo 
los funerales y el entierro de Omar en 
su tierra natal.

Nos 
comentó que decidió emigrar, porque 
los 500 pesos (unos 45 dólares) que 
recibe a la semana en Nuevo León, no 
le alcanzan para mantener a su esposa 
y a su bebé de seis meses. Nos dijo 
también que luchará por conseguir un 
permiso para trabajar en estados 
Unidos o de lo contrario volverá a 
cruzar como indocumentado. 

La experiencia, sin duda, le 
cambió la vida a Omar y a su familia. 
Pero, ¿el muerto?. ¿Quién reposa 
entonces en una tumba que no le 
corresponde?. A la fecha, el misterio 
continúa. Ese desconocido, es uno de 
los 18 migrantes que en lo que va del 
año, han muerto ahogados en el área 
Reynosa-Mc Allen. Y es también uno 
de 13 que no han podido ser 
identificados.

Luis Manuel López, es que la mayoría 
de los migrantes que cruzan por el 
Bravo, lo hacen únicamente en 
calzoncillos. La ropa y a veces los 
documentos de identidad, los colocan 
en bolsas o maletas que son lo primero 
que sueltan cuando los atrapa la 
corriente. Así pues, la recomendación 
para quienes a pesar de los riesgos 
decidan atravesar a nado, es llevar 
consigo documentos de identificación, 
bien envueltos con una bolsa de 
plástico y colocarlos entre la piel y la 
ropa interior a fin de que si sobreviene 
un percance, su familia pueda al menos 
tener la certeza de que se trata de esa 
persona. 

¿Cuántas casos similares habrán 
ocurrido en la frontera México- 
EE.UU.? ¿Cuántas anécdotas de vida 
y muerte, de terrible confusión e 
incertidumbre, tristeza o alegría, que 
jamás llegan a conocerse?

In 2003, only 22 of the 1.8 million 
American college graduates received 
degrees in Arabic. Since this language 
has become vital in the fight against ter- 
rorism, one would think the government 
would be doing something to encourage 
more students to study it as well as some 
other ones which would be essential 
tools to make us more secure. 

Some things are being done and 
they involve very modest financial in- 
centives. In the long run, however, we 
need to change the monolingual climate 
that pervades the U.S. 

Congress has introduced legislation 
that would provide grants to colleges 
willing to establish programs in lan- 
guages of critical importance to the 
nation’s interests. These languages in- 
clude Pashto and Dari, spoken in Af- 
ghanistan, Farsi (Iran), Korean, and Ara- 
bic. 

The new bill, sponsored by U.S. 
Representative Rush D. Holt (D-N J.), 
would allot $12 million in grants. To 
qualify for these grants, institutes of 
higher education would be required to 
set up language study programs in other 
countries for American students. The 
idea is that in order to reach reasonable 
fluency students would have to spend 
time abroad. 

Jim Kapis, Holt’s director of com- 
munications, stated that although any 
college or university could apply for the 
grants, those with a track record in for- 
eign language education would have a 
better chance of being funded. 

Holt’s bill would also offer up to 
$10,000 to repay students’ loans to those 
individuals who obtained degrees in a 
language considered of critical national 
security. These graduates would need to 
work for the government or as teachers 
to qualify for the loan repayment. 

Holt’s bill will help when it’s en- 
acted, but from the students’ point of 
view, $10,000.00 is a drop in the bucket. 
That figure would cover the cost of one 
semester at a state college or university. 
It’s unlikely to entice anyone to major 
in Arabic or Farsi. Attracting students 
to study critical languages to our na- 
tional security will require much more 
funding. 

Even if the amount is increased, 
Holt’s bill will not solve the country’s 
linguistic problems.

call English Plus. 

English Plus focuses on the impor- 
tance of English for the U.S. but at the 
same time recognizes that one language 
alone is not just bad policy but it’s also 
dangerous as well. 

Current President George Bush 
made some headway with this idea when 
he used his limited Spanish to woo 
Latino voters in the 2000 presidential 
election. Although his use of Spanish 
was primarily political, it also sent a 
message that bilingualism is not to be 
feared but rather to be embraced. 

Unfortunately, Bush and the GOP 
did not apply the same standard to 
French. Because of France’s refusal to 
support the Iraqi war, much has been 
made about the French and their lan- 
guage. Although Bush has used his very 
weak Spanish to great political advan- 
tage, in the case of English-French bi- 
lingualism, the GOP has taken a differ- 
ent stand. 

The negative feelings against the 
French and their language reached pet- 
tiness when the GOP pushed for chang- 
ing the names of French fries and French 
toast to Freedom fries and Freedom 
toast. It sounds like being French and 
knowing the French language translates 
into lack of patriotism. 

Whether a country supports a U.S. 
government policy or not should not 
have any bearing on our value of its lan- 
guage. 

During the cold war, Russian was a 
very important language to know. You 
want to be able to understand your en- 
emies. By knowing your enemies’ lan- 
guage and culture, you may be able to 
convince them to change policies or at 
the very least you’ll be in a better posi- 
tion to fight them. 

Therefore, although Osama Bin 
Laden is our enemy, it does not mean 
we should not have people in our gov- 
ernment who understand Arabic. Deni- 
grating another language and its speak- 
ers is not very smart at all regardless of 
the relationship. 

Knowing languages entails an ap- 
preciation and respect for its speakers 
regardless of political positions. Know- 
ing Arabic does not mean one agrees 
with Osama Bin Laden. It means under- 
standing this man better and most im- 
portantly opening the door to establish 
a partnership with the millions who 
speak Arabic and muster their support 
in dealing with terrorism. 

The linguistic knowledge of our 
friends and our enemies will help to 
make us safe. It will also reveal the hu- 
manity we share regardless of what lan- 
guage people speak.

Phoenix, Arizona (EFE) —

autoridades locales decomisar 
propiedades y cuentas bancarias 
de personas involucradas en el 
tráfico de indocumentados, entró 
en vigor en Arizona.

Policial de Inmigración y Adua- 
nas (ICE), el tráfico de indocu- 
mentados generó ganancias por 
320 millones de dólares al crimen 
organizado en los últimos dos 
años, tan sólo en Phoenix. 

“No sólo se le estará pri- 
vando de su libertad al ‘coyote’ 
(traficante de indocumentados), 
sino también se decomisarán sus 
propiedades”. dijo Steve John- 
son, portavoz de la Oficina del 
Procurador de Justicia de Ari- 
zona. 

La ciudad de Phoenix se ha 
convertido en centro de opera- 


ciones de bandas de traficantes 
que “almacenan” su mercancia 
humana en casas o bodegas en 
espera de una buena oportunidad 
para transportarlos a otros 
estados del país. 

El tráfico de indocumen- 
tados también ha desatado una 
ola de violencia entre los mismos 
“coyotes” quienes luchan por de- 
fender su territorio. Así como 
también se ha incrementado las 
violaciones a mujeres indocu- 
mentadas y el secuestro de in- 
migrantes. 

El ICE informó que desde 
que comenzó el presente año fis- 
cal, 700 indocumentados han 
sido secuestrados en Arizona.

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Mass demonstration showed Mexico City mayor's political strength

Mexico City (EFE)— 
Mexico City Mayor Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador made a 
show of force with a giant rally - 
but the political platform he pre- 
sented received more criticism 
than praise from political analysts. 

“Yesterday we saw the emer- 
gence of new leadership in a Mexi- 
can leftist party,” political analyst 
Salvador Garcia Soto said of the 
massive turnout in support of the 
mayor.

The mayor, a member of the 
leftist Party of the Democratic 
Revolution, is the favorite in the 
polls for the 2006 presidential 
elections, but he could be barred 
from running for president if he 
has to face trial. 

The analyst said Mexico's 
Conservative President Vicente 
Fox, must be aware of the situa- 
tion because a civil conflict could 
ensue if the masses come to Lopez 
Obrador’s defense in the event that 
he has to stand trial. 

The Mexico City mayor's 
case is currently in the hands of a 
legislative commission which 
must decide whether or not to strip 
him of his immunity, but Garcia 
Soto believes that Fox must look 
for other solutions to the case.

As the sun set on Kolem Jaa, an ecological camp deep 
in the Tabascan jungle, the tropical forest took on a new 
feeling. A symphony began first with the delicate chirp- 
ing of crickets, soon joined by the long, beee-surrrrr- 
ennnnnning of cigaras (tropical locusts). Eventually tree 
frogs, with their high-pitched ringing sound joined in, 
followed by the deep throated, bellow of bull frogs out 
for their evening meal. Drenched by rain while the rest of 
Mexico suffers from drought, the Tabascan jungle is like 
another world. 

I began my adventure descending down a steep grassy 
hill to the pebbled banks of the Rio Oxolotan. There, I 
and my fellow travelers took turns boarding a small launch 
that brought us to a landing about 550 yards down on the 
other side of the river. The river, this late in the day, ran 
quiet but fast. 

After reaching the landing, we ascended up a steep 
45-degree incline through the jungle. By this time the 
sun had set and the darkness of the jungle enveloped us 
like a shroud. Huge plants surrounded us on all sides and 
strange sounds emanated from the darkness. By the time 
we reached Kolem Jaa’s tiny reception palapa, | felt hot, 
sweaty and oh so tired from the strenuous hike on an 
empty stomach. 

Luis Gómez, director of the camp, explained the 
available activities as we dined on a Spartan meal of a 
beef, tomatoes, onion and rice mix, washed down with 
cold mojata milk under the pale lights of the dining 
palapa. Of the several activities the camp offered, he 
seemed the most excited about the Canopy Tour, in which 
we would climb to a platform in the canopy of trees, get 
strapped into harnesses attached to a cable, and then swing 
from tree to tree through 11 platforms. Needless to say, I 
opted out of that activity then and there. Gómez made a 
point of saying that Kolem Jaa’s canopy tour was not only 
the longest but also the safest in Latin America. I held to 
my decision. 

Another activity, the Commando Trail, sounded al- 
most as intimidating. Besides swinging in the canopy, then 
repelling down a jungle waterfall, participants needed to 
cross air tubes in an enormous pond, go through several 
narrow passes, use a zip line with a 30-degree incline, 
and finally cross a special bridge called a paseo del 
soldado,which involved walking along a lone cable across 
a ravine. Though wires and nets were supposed to pre- 
vent any dangerous falls, this wasn't my idea of fun. 


Finally, Gómez told us about the mysterious Cave of 


the Blind Sardines. Now he got my attention. He said 
we”d have to climb down into a grotto in the cave, in 
which bacteria thrive on the sulfur that bubbles up from 
underground. He noted that the slime-covered the rocks 
in the cave can be slippery. So I tentatively opted to visit 
the cave. 

In spite of Gómez's emphasis on these adventure- 
type activities, Kolem Jaá is actually a privately funded 
ecological center designed to restore some of the Tabascan 
jungle, 95 percent of which has disappeared. The camp’s 
owner formerly operated a cattle ranch on the property, 
but the government persuaded him that growing hard- 


-wood trees on the same acreage that supported his cattle 


could be much more profitable, and that he could harvest 
decorative plants to sell at high prices while the forest 
grew to maturity. 

So in July 2002, Kolem Jaa, which means “great 
water” in the Chol language as it is named after a giant 
waterfall on the property, opened as part of Vida y 
Desarrollo (Environmental Protection Program), a project 
established to encourage sustainable tourism, with a goal 
to create a natural world of adventure in harmony with 
nature. Here locals could engage in organic agriculture, 
operate tropical nurseries, cultivate bamboo and Mutusay 
hanging roots, establish a butterfly sanctuary, operate a 
white-tailed deer breeding farm, and work in workshops, 
creating crafts of rattan, bamboo, and leather. Through 
this government program, local campesinos could earn 
more and provide themselves with a better life by cater- 
ing to tourists. 

The entire complex, set on almost 67 acres 90 min- 
utes from the city of Villahermosa in southern Tabasco, 
lies deep in the jungle, criss-crossed by manicured ser- 
pentine trails laid with cement stepping stones a good 
distance apart, seemingly by the Jolly Green Giant. With 
shorter legs, I found myself leaping from stone to stone, 
like a gazelle fleeing a predator. 

The camp, which includes 10 cabañas with two rooms 
each and a tent area with a dozen two-man tents with 
cots, took seven years to create. My cabaña room was 
quite luxurious and comfortable with all modern conve- 
niences, including a full tile shower, complete with resi- 
dent spiders. Workers had painted each in tropical colors 
to blend in with the surroundings. And I could sit in a 
leather chair out on my small veranda and listen to the 
jungle sounds while 1 sipped freshly-made coffee from 
my room’s coffeemaker. 

The emphasis here is on luxurious adventure for those 
seeking to put some excitement in their hum-drum lives. 
But Kolem Jaá offered so much more—for me, a chance 


ul 


to get to know the jungle up close and personal. 

After four years of reforestation, planting native trees 
such as cedar, mahogany, macha blanca (whitewood), 
mango, cypote, and ceiba, workers began building the 
Commando Trail and the Tlalucalupe Trail to the Cave 
of the Blind Sardines. During the sixth year, they began 
laying out the campsite and cabanas and constructing the 
Canopy. 

A camper at heart, I found the only disadvantage to 
be the access to the place, over a steep stepping-stone 
trail with even steeper steps up and down to the river, all 
in the Tabasco heat and humidity. Of course, after some 
investigation on my own, I found a much easier way to 
get to the camp by going up river. However, the water 
was too shallow there for the launch to get close to shore. 

The next morning, after a breakfast of fresh fruit 
smothered in strawberry yogurt and granola, followed by 
scrambled eggs and refried beans and lots of coffee, I 
waved the others off as they headed for the Canopy Tour 
and began my trek into the jungle. The resident pericos 
(parrots) — who I dubbed the “Tres Amigos”-— chimed in 
trying to get my attention with their shrill screeching as 
they sat on perches under the reception palapa. Mean- 
while, the staff strung flowers on wires for colorful neck- 
laces in the cool of the early morning. 

Not far from the shrieking parrots, I noticed a small 
sign signifying the entrance to the botanical garden. How- 
ever, it was difficult to distinguish the garden from the 
surrounding jungle, as the two were fast merging into 
one green, leafy mass. 

Water rushed down a jungle stream, as I gazed at a 
giant Bastion Del Rey (the Staff of the King), a floral 
wonder of nature, looking like a large, red pine cone full 
of seeds sitting atop a base of broad pint petals. Nearby, a 
towering giant Schefflera tree blocked out the sun’s rays 
while large leaf tropical plants interrupted my path. Ba- 
nana trees, palms, and all sorts of flowers I had never 
before seen all had identification markers. 

The constant da-ta-da-ta-da-ta of insects was the only 
sound, save for my footfalls on decaying jungle matter. 
Suddenly, I heard the shrill cries of wild peacocks and 
turkeys ringing through the trees as I stopped to admire 
several bright red and yellow Heliconia Rostrata blos- 
soms — a member of the same family as Bird-of-Paradise 
plants, with flowers that hang in an inverted triangle off 
of a spine. Further along, I stopped to watch as a column 
of jungle ants marching up and down a tree trunk gather- 
ing food. 

As I walked into the jungle’s depths, it felt like I had 
entered an old tapestry, in some places darkened from 
lack of light, and in others faded with age, but all rich in 
varied shades of green highlighted by bright spots of col- 
orful flowers. At times I couldn’t see the sky in there, but 
the sunlight created patterns as it shown down through 
the foliage. The vines hanging from the trees gave me a 
creepy feeling, as if | were going to be swallowed up at 
any moment. The air was still and moist. Howler mon- 
keys flitted from tree to tree. If I stood still long enough, 
I could catch a glimpse of one here and there. They made 
a peculiar sound — not unlike howling — followed by a 
smacking kiss. 

I wandered through the jungle alone for several hours, 
eventually stopping by a large palapa that acted as the 
camp meeting place. Ducks and geese waddled around 
out back as a peacock strutted amidst them trying to scare 
them. Soon a column of humans — my fellow campers, 
each in harness — returned from swinging through the trees 
just long enough to down a refreshing drink before we all 
took off for the Cave of the Blind Sardines. 

The hike to the cave — over a somewhat scenic trail 
through the forest that took us past the original hacienda 
on the property, now a local museum — was a bit easier 
than I expected. Striking vistas along the way provided 
ample opportunities to see out over the countryside and 
jungle. We even stopped to investigate some unique mush- 
rooms growing along the trail. . 

We knew we were close when we noticed the water 
in a jungle stream had turned a cloudy light blue color 
similar to that of fabric softener. Not far ahead, lay the 
cave’s rocky entrance. These blind sardines — I almost 
expected to see hundreds of tiny fish wearing tiny shades 
as if in a Ray Charles look-alike contest — swim in this 
water. Carbon dioxide, produced by the bacteria from a 
hoard of spiders who live in it, fills the cave air. Nearly 
5,000 bats of three varieties also call the cave home. I 
could already tell this wasn’t an especially hospitable 
place. 

But as we donned helmets with headlights and started 
down into the cool, damp cave, it became apparent that 
we’d have to wade through the cloudy water to explore 
it. Having only one pair-of shoes with me, I chose, once 
again, to politely decline as I slipped and slid my way 
back out. 


‘One thing I learned from my stay at Kolem Jaa: I 


live a varied and exciting life already and don’t need to 
swing through the trees, rappel down a waterfall, or wade 


through murky water to get my kicks. Or, just maybe, e

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Standing ovation, cheers and tears— ZOOT SUIT electrifies the Soto Theater!

ZOOT SUIT, a play by Luis 
Valdez, opened at the Dr. Anthony 
Soto Theater in San José this week 
to standing ovations, cheers, and 
tears. During the gala opening, the 
audience included children as 
young as 2 years old, and as old 
as great-grandparents. 

ZOOT SUIT itself, is a piece 
of history. It was the first Chicano 
musical produced on Broadway 
and became the first full-length 
Chicano motion picture; adapted 
for Universal Pictures in 1981. It 
began as a work-in-progress when 
Valdez was funded by the 
Rockefeller Foundation to create 
it for the Mark Taper Forum in 
Los Angeles in 1977. Cinematic 
and television notables like Ed- 
ward James Olmos (El Pachuco) 
and Lupe Ontiveros (Lupe Reyna) 
emerged into stardom from its 
original cast. 

The ZOOT SUIT play today 
is great theater. Its high entertain- 
ment value is not impeded by the 
fact that it brings to light a true 
piece of history —quite the con- 
trary. For anyone whose life has 
been touched by an ethnic legacy, 
this play can be translated into any 
color, including white. 

The main protagonist, Henry 
Reyna (powerfully played by 
Lakin Valdez) was born in L.A. 
of Mexican parents. His connec- 
tion to a grassroots human rights 
coalition, Alice Bloomfield 
(Heather Pauley), is the daughter 
of immigrant Jews who escaped 
the persecution of Czarist Russia.

Both characters are based on real 
people and ZOOT SUIT is a mu- 
sical dramatization of a real event, 
using verbatim phrases from court 
transcripts of the tragic “Sleepy 
Lagoon Murder” and the sensa- 
tionalized press language of the 
Randolph Hearst newspaper em- 
pire in California. 

The story line takes place in 
Los Angeles of the 1940s. The 
zoot suit —with high-waist and 
tightly cuffed trousers, exagger- 
ated shoulders, long watch chains 
and wide-brimmed hat— was the 
hip outfit of the “Swing Era.” It 
was immaculate, sharp, the latest 
style for the finest dressers of all 
races. Mexican American youth 
of L.A. were not the first to sport 
the look; but those who did, 
clearly stood out in a crowd. 

The zoot-suiters called them- 
selves “Pachucos” and were 
mostly the kids of those times; 
making a statement of uniqueness 
that is so typical of each new gen- 
eration. 

Regardless of your political 
or racial persuasion, you will find 
the music infectious and toe tap- 
ping, the story entertaining and 
engaging. But, if you make the 
effort to hear the words, it will 
make you angry. Even more so if 
you understand ahead of time that 
it is true. It condenses the forgot- 
ten, whitewashed history of our 
parents and brings out the stroked 
headlines and news that manipu- 
lated an entire nation into a frenzy 
of ethnic loathing; one that justi- 
fied the beatings and unjust incar- 
ceration of well-dressed zoot- 
suited youths.

leftist Mexico City Mayor 
Andres Manuel Lopez Obrador, 
who is favored at this early date 
to win the presidency in 2006. 

Also, Fox has long been at 
odds with the PRI over various 
matters. 

“When the political actors 
omit discussion of central prob- 
lems or lack interest in resolv- 
ing them, the citizenry starts to 
feel dissatisfied with politics,” 
Fox asserted. 

This was the first time in 
his four-year administration 
that Fox had so publicly admit- 
ted detecting a certain disillu- 
sionment in Mexican society 
with democratic change. 

“Political change still lacks 
some important (elements), and 
one of the most evident lacks is 
that communication between 
the legislative and executive 
branches has not been as fluid 
as these times demand,” the 
president said, adding that “the 
problems inherent in democ- 
racy are not a reason for disil- 
lusionment; they are a chal- 
lenge.” 

Fox also mentioned the 
work of the special prosecutor’s 
office that is investigating the 
“dirty war” against leftists dur- 
ing the 1970s and 1980s, in 
which former President Luis 
Echeverria and former military 
commanders had played a ma- 
jor role. 

“Society demands to know 
the truth about the events that 
darkened the past,” Fox said. 
Earlier he had been received at 
the doors of Congress by leftist 
legislators who demanded that 
he punish those guilty of op- 
pression and abuses during 
those years. 

Fox said that “the best is 
yet to come,” referring to the 
last two years of his six-year 
term, but he gave no specific 
details on what he meant, say- 
ing only that “the next two 
years are an opportunity to con- 
solidate economic growth.” 

He also said that his admin-

istration would not make any 
major changes and would main- 
tain a “responsible” policy. 

“Our country has a firm 
basis to consolidate growth,” he 
said, confirming his agreement 
with Central Bank projections 
for 4 percent economic growth 
this year. 

Fox also confirmed recent 
press reports about the discov- 
ery Of “important reserves” of 


petroleum in the Gulf of 


Mexico “that strengthen the 
position of our country.” 

The president dedicated a 
large part of his address to the 
problem of public security, or 
lack thereof, which two months 
ago sparked the largest street 
protest in Mexico's history dur- 
ing which the massive crowds 
demanded that violence and 
Kidnapping both be confronted 
head-on by the authorities. 

He announced that he will 
ask Congress to double the pub- 
lic security budget in 2005, but 
he admitted that even the in- 
creased resources would “still 
be insufficient to erradicate 
criminality and organized 
crime.” 

Fox also devoted some of 
his speech to poverty, which 
affects half of Mexico’s 105 
million people, and he called on 
politicians and on society as a 
whole to “reaffirm your solid 
commitment to confront ... 
Mexico’s most pressing prob- 
lem.” 

He also promised to work 
toward “an integral agreement 
that guarantees orderly and se- 
cure migration” to the United 
States for citizens wanting to 
work there. Currently, some 20 
million people of Mexican ori- 
gin live in the United States. 

Each year some 500,000 
undocumented Mexicans cross 
illegally into the United States 
seeking better economic oppor- 
tunities. Remittances constitute 
Mexico’s second-largest source 
- after petroleum revenues - of 
hard currency.s=
